land Park, and the majority of the in 
juied arc member* of tho.se families. 
Running past the Southern Cambr a 
car barns at forty miles mu hour an I 
pus&iug a switch with undiminished 
tpeed, the southbound 
car

about the collision. The exact circum 
stances leading up to the wieck will 
probably never be known, but it is 
quite certain that Motorman Ansa 
Varner lost control of hi* tar, or the 
he tainted or was stricken dead at his 
post.

Goods May Be Prohibited. 


FAVORED BY ORGANIZATION 


Another Meaoure Likely to Follow It 
That Closing Interstate T ransporta­ 
tion to Leather Cootls and Fabrics 
That Are Misrepresented by the M an­ 
ufacturers.
